ROSES FOR BEDDING 


Roses are to be found in almost every garden, grown for cut 
flowers, or as specimen plants, but their importance for lovely 
bedding effect is often overlooked, except in rose gardens of some 
pretense. There is nothing more continuously pleasing than a solid 
planting of one variety of rose, for color effect. For this purpose, 
the plants should be set closer together, not more than 14-20 
inches apart. A dense foliage effect is produced, which makes a 
handsome background for the rich beauty of the blooms.
